2.  Information  contained  in  this  report  is  provided  to  insure  appropriate 
benefits  in  the  future  from  lessons  learned  during  current  operations  ar.d 
may  be  adapted  for  use  in  developing  training  material. 
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SECTION  I  -  OPERAnONS 

1.  (C)  INTRCBUCTION:  TOia  Operational  Report  -  Lessons  learned  covers  the 

period  1  November  1969  through  31  January  1970.  During  the  past  ouaa^er  the 
11th  Amored  Cavalry  Regiment  continued  in  its  participation  of  Operation 
Kentucky  Cougar  under  the  operational  control  (OPCON)  of  the  1st  Ca’^alry  Divi¬ 
sion  (AM), 

The  provinces  of  Blnh  Long,  Phuoc  Long,  and  Tay  f0.nh  were  the  focus  of  Regi¬ 
mental  action  during  the  period.  In  Blnh  Long  Province  the  populated  auroas 
of  Loc  Kinh  emd  An  Loc  were  at  the  core  of  Regimental  operational  while  in 
Phuoc  Long  Province  it  was  the  critical  Bu’Dop/feo  Due  area. 


The  role  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  during  the  past  quarter  has  been 
mainly  one  of  r»-posltloning  of  forces  to  interdict  the  NVA  lines  of  communi¬ 
cation  (LCX!)  originating  in  Cambodia  and  combating  local  force  units.  During 
the  month  of  November,  elements  of  the  Blackhorse  Pagiraent  embarked  on  C^era^ 
tion  Long  Reach  I  (7-9  Nov)  and  Operation  Texas  Traveler  (24-28  Nov),  Long 
Reach  I  was  initially  designed  to  I’elleve  the  pressiire  from  the  Bu  Dep/Bo  Due 
area  ly  providing  an  axis  ly  which  the  critical  area  could  be  reinforced  and 
by  interdicting  the  enemy  supply  lines.  While  Long  Reach  I  took  the  2nd  Squad¬ 
ron  to  the  northeast,  Texas  Traveler  brought  the  3rd  Squadron  into  eastern 
Was  Zone  C,  Texas  Traveler,  which  essentially  was  a  long  range  reconnaissance 
operation,  was  designed  to  screen  eneny  units  attempting  to  infiltrate  from 
Cmnbodia  as  well  as  to  block  enemy  routes  cf  withdrawal,  and  to  relievo  FSB’s 
Jackie,  Jamie,  or  Vickie  in  the  event  of  eneay  attack. _ 


In  the  early  morning  hours  of  26  November,  the  3rd  Squadron  made  heavy  contact 
with  infiltrating  enemy  forces,  thereby  acccmpllshlng  the  role  of  the  recon¬ 
naissance  operation.  The  Commanding  General,  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division,  ordered 
the  withdrawal  of  the  3rd  Squadron,  The  Squadron,  having  fulfilled  its  mission, 
returned  to  FSB  Jake  whojre  it  secured  the  southern  and  southwestern  AO  boundary 
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while  conducting  limited  reconnaissance  operations.  Toward  the  end  ol  the 
quarter,  when  11  FFV  Artillery  moved  Into  KSB  Jake,  the  Jrd  Squadron  then 
moved  to  establish  FSB  Jan  nearby.  From  this  location  the  Jrd  Squadron  has 
secured  FSB's  Jan,  Thunder  111  and  Thunder  IV. 

Although  Operation  Long  Reach  I  wasn’t  a  total  success,  it  did  set  the  stage 
for  an  extremely  unique  and  unusual  operat lon--hong  Reach  II.  hong  keat h  1! 
marked  the  first  time  that  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  has  used  Rome 
Plows  In  an  extensive  land  clearing  operation.  As  a  result  of  this  operatioii, 
the  treacherous  Highway  QL  14A  was  opened,  providing  a  land  access  route  to 
Bu  Uop.  The  land  clearing  operation  severed  enemy  infiltration  and  supply 
routes  along  the  Serges  Jungle  Highway  (a  maze  of  trails  running  south  and 
southeast  from  Cambodia)  and  alleviated  the  pressure  on  the  Bu  I)op/Bo  Luc 
area. 

While  the  2nd  Squadron  was  conducting  the  Rome  Plow  operation  to  the  northeast, 

the  1at  Squadron  CP  was  looatsd  at  FSB  i'brga,  in  the  Loo  Klnh  District.  By 
eonduottng  rsoonnolasoDoe  operatiOQV  around  Itoc  Klnh,  the  Ist  Souadron  was 
capable  of  rolnf arcing  the  2nd  and  3rd  Squadrona,  If  the  need  arose,  and  block. 
Ing  Infiltrating  NVA  forcee  from  the  north  and  northwest.  When  NVA  unite 
atteapted  to  infiltrate  frco  Cembodia  late  in  January  and  found  that  the 
Sergea  Jungle  Highway  was  severed  by  the  reopening  of  QL  14A,  the  pre-Tet 
higfapoint  was  pr».eapted.  The  Battle  of  the  Crescent  (20  Jan)  ond  tha  Battle 
of  the  Cross  Roods  (21  Jon),  os  well  as  the  border  clashes  of  24  ond  27 
Deceaber  when  Air  Cavalry  Txx>op  (11th  ACR)  participated  In  aosalva  olr/^ound 
battles,  were  very  effective  in  that  they  greatly  hoapered  the  infiltration 
of  eneay  forces  and  stqpplles  into  Binh  Loog  Province. 

Aa  the  quarter  closed,  the  Ist  Squadron  departed  its  AO  for  Tsy  Ninh,  OPCON 
to  the  Tit  Brigade,  1st  Covolry  UtIsIod  (AM).  2nd  Souadron,  having  accom. 
plished  its  prlBory  mission  in  the  Bu  Dop/Bo  Due  area,  moved  southwest  to  the 
Loc  Hlnh  area  to  fill  the  AO  vacated  by  the  let  Squadron. 

2.  (C)  INTELLIGENCE  SUMMARY: 

A.  General:  During  the  quarter  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment 
operated  primarily  In  Blnh  Long  Province;  however,  limited  reconnaissance 
operations  were  also  conducted  in  eastern  War  Zone  C  and  northwestern  Phucc 
Long  Province. 

Throughout  III  Corps  Tactical  Zon«,  aaeny  offensive  aotlvlty  was  generally 
light  and  scattered  during  the  reporting  period.  Since  the  death  of  Ho  Chi 
IBM,  COSVN's  divisional  forces  have  been  oriented  largely  toward  the  pro- 
tectioQ  of  logistical  supply  routes  and  tha  dlsn^tlon  of  the  Vletnanltation 
and  padfleatlon  programs.  Tb  aocomplish  their  mission,  eosoy  units  have 
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apparently  changed  their  basic  military  I ac t Ic s- - Ins t ead  of  (oniluttlng 
batta I lon-s Ized  ground  attacks  and  being  willing  to  engage  Allied  fortes  in 
large  scale  contact,  the  enemy  now  emphasizes  economy  of  forte  measures  sut h  as 
sapper  probes,  attacks  by  fire,  and  heavy  mining  of  the  lines  ol  r  oitnuun  i  t  a  t  ion . 
Wfietfier  this  notlceahlo  change  In  tactics  was  brought  about  hv  the  in  p  1  i-!i,i-ni  a- 
tlon  of  a  Lao  Dong  (Communist  party  of  North  Vietnam)  restilution  In  April 
or  the  practical  realities  of  heavy  losses  and  few  rep  1  at  eitient  s  or  a  c  oit.b  i  na  t  1  on 
of  the  two.  Is  t\ot  kitown . 

OOSVN  Resolution  9  ,  as  It/known  to  the  Allied  intelligence  comrnunlty,  sets 
forth  the  means  bv  which  the  VC  and  NVA  In  South  Vlelitam  hope  to  achieve 
total  victory.  Resolution  9  states  that  VC/NVA  fortes  are  to  strive  for  the 
wlthdrawal  of  all  American  troops,  to  liberate  the  rural  areas,  to  destroy 
the  R'.'N  pacification  teams,  and  to  upgrade  and  develop  the  Viet  (iong  revolu¬ 
tionary  government  (PRC).  With  these  purposes  In  mind,  Resolution  9  further 
states  that  an  all-out  attack  strategy  prevails.  Engineer  troops,  sapper  and 
armed  reconnaissance  troops,  and  secret  guerillas  are  to  be  used  extensively 
in  tactical  operations.  The  recent  relocation  of  three  main  force  regiments 
from  in  CT2  to  IV  Cl'2  underlines  the  enemy's  Interest  In  the  Delta  region. 

The  present  attempts  at  training  sub-region  forces  in  sapper  tactics  and  the 
«mpha3l3  of  resupplying  those  forces  lend  credence  to  the  belief  that  COSVN 
Resolution  9  lii  being  Implemented. 

Due  to  this  chaA?8  in  enemy  actiylty,  the  Allied  intelHgenco  collection 
effort  hoi  ts  be  redirected  scnewhat.  The  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment,  for 
exnn5)le,  has  been  virtually  deprived  of  one  of  Ita  beet  sources  of  hard  in- 
telHgonco-p  the  prisoner  of  war.  During  the  previous  quarter,  29  prisoners 
vera  captured;  only  two  prisoners  were  captured  in  this  reporting  period. 

For  this  reason,  the  S.2's  collection  agencies  have  not  been  able  to  produce 
expld table  Intelligence  jas  rapidly  as  before,  ^is  and  other  problems  to  be 
discussed  below  do  not  ini^cate,  however,  a  relaxation  In  the  intelligence 
efforts  ef  the  11th  ACR,  |  jWhoreas  main  force  enemy  unite  used  to  operate 
within  the  11th  ACR  TA0R,j  -this  quarter  has  seen  elements  of  the  7th  NVA  and 
9th  VC  Divisions  relocatS  to  War  Zone  C  and  Hiuoc  Long  Province  respectively, 
and  generally  avoid  oontaqt  in  our  ocea,  Ihs  dearth  of  hord  inteUlgenoe 
produced  during  the  quarter  is  largely  utT,ributed  to  this  relocation  of  eneny 
forces,  I 

In  November  1969,  main  force  enemy  unite  avoided  encounter  with  the  11th 
Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  The  slack  was  taken  up  by  local  force  units  whose 
main  tactics  are  mining  of  LOC'e,  attacks  by  fire,  atxl  small  scale  ground 
probes  ogolnst  RF/PF  outposts.  The  high  level  of  mining  incidents  continued 
throughout  December;  however,  near  the  end  of  the  month,  elements  of  the  7th 
NVA  Dlvlelon  .were  contacted  os  they  relocated  from  northwestern  Phuoc  Long 
Province  into  their  traditional  base  areas  north  and  vest  of  Loc  Klnh.  All 
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but  ono  ojf  the  significant  engagenenta  during  December  1969  and  January  1970 
were  initiated  by  or  resulted  from  the  daily  reconnaissance  missions  of  the 
Air  Cnvnllry  Troop,  11th  ACR,  During  January  1970,  the  Hist  and  209th  NVA 
Reglaents,  7th  NVA  Division,  maintained  n  presence  along  the  northern  periph¬ 
ery  of  Bitih  Long  and  Riuoc  Long  Provinces  and  participated  in  the  Corps-wide 
high  point  of  20-21  January. 

With  the  advent  of  the  dry  season  and  significant  decrease  in  rainfall  after 
October  1969*  the  11th  Araorod  Cavalry  Regiment's  capabilities  have  been 
greatly  enhanced.  Neither  terrain  nor  weather  have  seriouslv  hampered  our 
operations  during  the  reporting  period  as  evidenced  by  the  operation  of 
3/l1th  ACR  in  War  Zone  C—  a  nightmape  for  armored  vehicles  during  the  rainy 
season  bfjer^use  of  its  lower  elevation. 

In  general,  as  far  as  intelligence  activities  are  concerned,  the  quarter  has 
been  a  veiy  fluid  one.  In  response  to  the  enemy's  redirection  of  effort  and 
odoption  !of  smaJJ.  unit  and  economy  of  force  tactics,  the  11th  Armored  Cnva.lry 
Ra^jnent*s  intelligence  effort  has  been  forced  to  gear  itself  to  the  targeting 
of  local  jforcQS  •and  guerilla  activities—  whereas  main  force  units  had  pre¬ 
viously  boon  our  primary  target.  Duo  to  the  proximity  of  Cambodia  to  the 
11th  ACR  TAOR,  a  main  force  threat  can  and  sometimes  does  exist  to  the  popu¬ 
lation  centers  of  Blnh  Long  Province}  however,  when  COSVN's  divisional  forces 
remain  In  Cambodia  avoiding  contact,  the  11th  ACR  intelligence  collection 
effort  is  forced  to  redirect  itself.

One  of  tho  problems  encountered  is  the  development  of  a  means  of  identifying 
ond  neutralialng  the  individuals  or  groups  responsible  for  mining  of  LOC's, 
harassing  attacks  by  fire,  intimidation,  and  proselyting  of  the  local  popu¬ 
lace.  All  this  had  to  be  accomplished  in  conjunction  with  the  Viotnanlsation 
program, i  short,  the  11th  ACR’s  intolllgence  effort  during  this  quarter 
has  operated  simultaneously  on  two  levels;  targeting  of  main  force  units, 
irfiere  traditional  intelligence  techniques  arc  still  effective}  and  targeting 
of  local! force  and  guerilla  units,  where  now  techniques  hod  to  be  developed. 

i.  Order  of  Battle;  During  the  months  of  November  1969  through 
January  1970,  the  three  regiments  of  the  7th  NVA  Division  were  the  only  main 
force  entey  units  operating  in  the  11th  ACR  TAOR,  and  then  only  intermittent¬ 
ly.  Other  identifications  produced  by  US  as  well  as  Alllod  forces  confirmed 
the  presence  of  the  Blnh  Long  Provincial  Force  (D368  Local  Force  Battalion, 

Hon  Quan'  end  loc  Rlnh  Aimed  Forces,  and  the  odjalnlstratlve  oreas  of  An  Loc 
District).  Lt  cddltlon,  several  specialized  units  were  identified:  the 
Z25  Engineer  Battalion,  COSVN}  the  D170  Independent  Battalion,  a  part  of 
the  COSVN  border  security  regiment;  elements  of  the  50th  and  70th  Rear  Ser¬ 
vice  Qroupsi  end  a  rear  service  element  of  the  69th  Artillery  Command, 
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0,  Intalllgencfl  Sourceat  Although  there  were  few  olgnlflcpjit  changea 
in  the  number  and  type  of  Intelligence  aourcea  utlllaed  by  the  11th  ACR  during 
the  quarter,  aoae  aourcea  were  relied  upon  more  than  in  the  previoua  period 
for  the  aimplo  reaaon  that  the  best  aourcea  wore  uaxiallv  unavcllable.  Iho 
Regiment 'a  overall  Intelligance  producing  cnpabllity,  however •  was  not  aor- 
loualy  impaired  by  thia  readjustment. 

(1)  Vlauol  ReconnoloBanco;  Vlaual  reconnalaaonce  mlasiona,  flown 
on  a  dally  basis  by  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  of  the  11th  ACR,  provide  the  bulk 

of  the  Information  uaed  for  the  planning  of  i.52  strikea,  WC  Air,  preplanned 
strikes,  armored  ground  reconnalasance  operatlona,  and  ARP  and  IRRP  inaor- 
tlons,  The  Air  Cavalry  Troop  has  also  been  instmraental  in  locating  enany 
unlta  in  the  jungled  arena  oa  well  as  providing  eaeondary  evidence  of  enemy 
movement,  fortifications,  and  general  location.  Visual  reconnolSBance  mla. 
aions  have  been  uned  to  confirm  or  disclaim  the  information  obtained  from 
SIAR,  Shlffor,  Rad  Hose,  ojid  usually  reliable  agent  reports, 

(2)  Fhemy  Documents:  Captured  enemy  documents  establiah  enen^ 
unit  identification  and  provide  11th  ACR  intelligence  personnel  with  "nice 
to  know"  information  concerning  the  pnot  activities  of  various  enenrr  units, 
Captiired  documents  also  give  insight  into  the  particularly  political  aspect 
of  the  enoay's  military  actlvitleo.  Documents  usually  provide  Infomatlon 
frea  idvlch  general  trends  can  bo  drawn  rather  than  provide  Information  that 
Is  Immedlatoly  exploitable. 

(3)  P  W/Rolllera;  Prisoners  of  war  and  Hoi  Chanhs,  vhich  would 
otherwlae  provide  the  11th  ACR  Commander  with  his  best  source  of  intelligence, 
were  of  Inslgnlfloont  value  during  the  quarter  w  only  two  Ptf's  and  two  Hoi 
Cbonhs  were  ooptured  or  received,  the  prisoners  and  ralllers  were  of  low 
intelUgonoo  end  knowledgeablUtyf  therefore,  even  rapid  and  accurate  inter- 
rogation  of  these  enemy  soldiers  did  not  result  in  any  significant  Infer- 
matlcn, 

(4)  Agent  Reports t  Agent  reports,  especially  those  produced 
by  tieeB  3AGI  uzxler  the  guidance  of  the  3rd  Battalion,  525  MI  Group,  are 
passed  to  the  11th  ACR  on  a  daily  basis.  Agent  reports  vers  also  produced  by 
the  Special  Farces  and  Katlonol  Police  Office  in  An  Inc,  but  In  a  less  pro¬ 
lific  manner  than  Team  3ACZ.  the  latter  two  agendos  hove  oeeaslonally  pro¬ 
duced  reports  ^Moh  are  folrly  reliable  and  have  provided  the  11th  ACR  with 
lov  level  intelligence  on  the  aetlvitlee  of  local  guerillas  and  VCI.  Teem 
3ACX'8  reports,  on  the  other  hand,  hove  been  of  very  little  value  to  the 
11th  ACR  collection  effort.  Their  reports  are  often  exaggerated,  usually 
untimely,  and  of  doubtful  validity. 
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(5)  ICAP'a:  The  Information  gleaned  from  ICAP  reports  elnce  late 
KoTcfflber  1969,  have  proved  useful  In  the  establishment  of  more  accurate  black- 
Uata  and  the  targeting  of  the  Viet  Ceng  Tnfrastracture.  ICAP's  have  also 
beeo  useful  In  reporting  eneny  activity  vhlch  is  often  not  reported,  such  as 
aaell  VC  bands  entering  villages  for  food  and  supplies  and  light  ground  probes 
or  morter  attacks  on  RF/PF  outposts.  The  ICAP  is  also  an  excellent  moans  for 
the  dissemination  and  collection  of  Information  resulting  from  the  Voluntary 
Informant  Program,  vhlch  has  hot  bean  employed  extensively  by  the  Regl'^ent 

In  the  previous  quarters.  ICAP's  and  the  VIP  are  potential  sources  of  low 
intelligence  information;  however,  their  effect  and  worth  can  only  be  accurate¬ 
ly  gauged  after  more  extOTslve  use. 

(6)  FAC's:  Daily  missions  flown  by  the  Air  Force  Forw£;rd  Air 
Controllers  are  an  occasional  source  of  ijitelllgence  and  have  proved  helpful 
In  the  accurate  nuipping  of  onoay  lines  of  communication. 


(7)  Technical  Detectors:  Technical  detectors  Include  SLAR,  Red 
Hasa,  Bhlffer,  ground  radar  and  ground  sensors.  As  a  general  rule,  these 
devices  are  only  useful  as  Intelligence  indicators.  Ihe  usual  reaction  to  a 
detector  activation  is  the  firing  of  artillery  and/or  a  visual  re  conn  el  ss '■nee. 
Technical  detectore,  especially  groimd  sensors,  have  a  limited  value  in  the 
plotting  of  ene:-y  movoaents  at  night  or  in  heavily  , bungled  areas,  but  their 


limitations  must  always  be  kept  in  mind, 
readings  by  Red  Ha*e  and  Shlffers.

3.  (C)  COMBAT  OPERnTIONS  AND  TRAINING; 

a.  AnolYsia  and  Byaluatlon  of  Operatlcno; 

(1 )  Bu  Dop/Bo  Due;  In  late  October  and  early  November,  enemy 
activity  was  greatly  Increased  in  this  area.  Ch  4  November,  NVA  forces  launch¬ 
ed  widespread  rocket  and  mortar  attacks  and  FSB  Ellen,  southeast  of  Bu  Dop, 
was  the  object  of  a  fierce  ground  assault.  On  5  November,  CIDG  forces  near 
Bu  Dop  encountered  and  hod  skirmishes  with  what  was  believed  to  be  the  C.18 
Anti-Aircraft  Company,  which  is  part  of  the  I65th  NVA  Regiment.  Ch  8  November, 
on  NVA  aoliier  was  captured.  He  was  a  member  of  tb.e  tl.20  iligineer  Company, 
Hist  Regiment,  and  stated  that  the  mission  of  his  unit  was  to  build  a  road 
from  FSB  Ellen  to  aomevhere  around  FSB  Jejrri.  Ihie  was  thought  to  be  either 
a  route  back  to  Base  Area  350  or  an  avenue  to  stage  an  attack  against  FSB 
Jerri.  It  appeared  that  at  least  two  battalions  of  the  l65th  Regiment  were 
north  and  west  of  Bu  Dop,  while  the  Hist  NVA  Regiment  had  two  battalions  to 
the  south. 

Prom  tho  Combodian  border  leading  south  and  southeast,  the  NVA  had  developed 
an  infiltration  route  for  troops  and  eupplies.  This  Intricate  maze  of  trolls 
and  pathways,  which  passes  vorv  close  to  the  Bu  Dop/Bo  Due  area,  has  been 
named  Serges  Jungle  Highway,  Also,  to  the  west  of  tho  Bu  Dop/Bo  Due  area  and 
contiguous  to  Cambodia  is  the  atiomy  Base  Aren  350>  and,  to  the  northsast  Is 
Base  Area  351.  Here  the  NVA  have  built  many  base  camps  and  bunker  complexes 
to  store  supplies  and  allow  men  to  rest  while  infiltrating  along  the  Serge? 
Highway,  Because  this  logistical  artery  is  so  vital  to  enemy  operations,  it 
has  been  defiantly  protected,  Hiis  defense  has  been  so  effective  that  QL  I4A, 
the  main  highway  thet  cuts  through  Serges  Jungle  Highway,  has  been  closed  for 
nearly  two  years. 

The  Bu  Dop/Bo  Due  area  and  FSB  Jerri  were  faced  with  a  large  enemy  force  which 
could  be  quickly  reinforced  to'lBich  larger  proportions  with  elements  In  nearby 
Conbodla.  Special  Forces  advisor  and  CIDG  forces  were  located  nt  Bu  Dop,  while 
elements  of  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  were  at  FSB  Jerri.  The  3rt  Mobile 
Strike  Force  and  the  36th  Ranger  Battalion  were  situated  at  Bo  Due.  So,  it 
was  nort  surprising  when  elements  of  the  11th  ACR  embarked  on  (^rations  Long 
Reach  I  and  II. 

(a)  long  Reach  I;  Initially,  elements  of  tho  11th  ACR  were 
to  novo  into  the  ^  Dop/Bo  Due  ore a  by  air  and  later  by  road  to  open  Highway 
QL  I4A,  interdict  enemy  supply  lines,  and  relieve  some  of  the  pres  euro  on  Bu 
Dop.  There  were  many  variables  to  bo  considered  in  deciding  how  the  Regiment 
could  best  fulfill  this  mission.  Airlifting  forces  of  the  ^nd  Squadron  to  the 
Bu  Dop  airstrip  was  one  condderation.  This  feat  had  been  accomplished  a  month 
earlier  by  A/l/11th  ACR  wltl.  very  effective  results.  Within  in  tt.e  month. 
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howover,  the  condition  of  tho  nirfiold  at  Bu  Dop  hr.d  hoc  •'  illoifud  tn 
dotorlorotc  quite  noticuc.bly.  It  was  now  ouestionablo  if  tho  l-rgc, 
four-onginod  C-130'3,  loaded  with  such  oxtremely  horv'r  cargo  could  land 
tiisro,  JJiother  Important  consideration  was  tho  fact  that  tiio  MVA  h'd 
on^jloycd  .51  caliber  machine  guns  around  tho  vill-go  of  Du  iJop,  Td 
tholr  firo  wa.s  proving  quite  deadly  to  alrcraJ't  in  tho  'Tea,.  The  altcr- 
nato  choice  was  OL14A.  This  highway  had  been  heavily  mined  b'  the 
enemy  and  had  not  boon  fferavolod  for  pfrcticall''  two  years.  T..e  hiph-aav 
was  flanked  by  soft  ground  that  would  not  support  tho  weight  of  a  tracked 
vehicle.  This  ground  vns  covered  by  iunglo  so  dense  and  close  to  the 
highway  that  any  area  along  tho  wav  was  a.  likely  ambush  site.  This 
dangerous  cul-de-sac  was  finally  chosen  as  the  axis  of  advance  for  the 
majority  of  tho  ground  forces  whilo  one  armored  cavalr'/'  troop  was  to 
bo  airlifted  to  Bu  Dop, 

Late  in  tho  morning  on  7  November,  G  Troop  deported  fror.  Fire  Support 
Base  ifcrgc  (CP  of  Second  Squadron,  11th  .iCR),  horthcr.st  cf  Firo  Sup¬ 
port  B'se  Deb.  Prior  to  G  Troop’s  departure,  E  Troop  had  swept  the 
road  to  FSB  Deb  and  then  had  returned  to  the  west,  where  the  troop  ostab- 
lishod  an  i'TJF.  Thiaoughout  tho  day,  F  Troop  remained  at  tho  Loc  Ninh 
airstrip  and  waited  for  the  expected  air  lift  to  Bu  Dep,  During  the 
afternoon,  H  Company  escorted  throe  155cr.  Howitsers  to  FSB  Deb  to  supp'rt 
tho  G  Troop  movecont.  Headquarters,  2/l1th  ACR,  reiiained  at  FSB  'brge 
with  the  romlnlng  Howitaers  from  their  batteIy^ 

By  0700  hours  on  8  iiovenber,  E  Troop  had  started  on  its  norrdng  sv.'cep  of 
the  roads  and  G  Troop  was  rur'.bling  along  0L14A  toward  Bu  Dop  and  Bo  Due. 

At  0900  hours.  Headquarters,  2/l1th  ACR  was  ivoving  on  its  way  fror.  FSB 
large  to  FSB  Deb.  Hero  they  wore  to  set  up  a  new  cciaarnd  post  from  which 
they  would  control  tho  road  r.arch  Cf  G  Troop  and  the  air.  lift  cf  F  Troop 
to  Bu  Dop,  G  Troop  laado  fairly  slow  progress  throughout  the  dayjhow 
cveaa,  to  insure  this  progress,  the  job  of  sweeping  tho  rc.’d  and  detecti.ng 
the  enemy  mines  had  to  be  done,  and  it  was  slew  and  exhausting  work,  "t 
nocn,  G  Ti-oep  radioed  that  the  mine  sweeping  tea’.s  were  vorv  tired  and 
the  troop  requested  that  they  be  given  additional  teai’.s  and  nine  detectors. 
This  was  done,,  and  during  the  afternoon,  C  Troop  moved  still  farther  up 
the  road. 

By  evening,  G  Troop  had  progressed  to  a  point  approxir-ately  two  kilo- 
naters  north  of  FSB  Deb,  and  was  ordered  to  establish  a  fire  support 
base  in  that  area  to  support  FSB  Jerri  by  firo.  FVoi',  this  new  base, 

^Mch  later  would  bo  named  Joel,  the  naior  portion  of  QL1/A  would  be 
covered  by  artillery. 
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On  the  morning  of  the  9th  of  November,  C  IVoop  was  eveeplng  m  pbrtlon  of  the 
rood  back  in  the  direction  of  FSB  Deb,  to  the  site  where  FSB  Joel  would  be 
established.  During  this  move  two  additional  mines  had  been  4lacovered  on 
the  some  ground  which  hod  been  swept  on  the  previous  day;  but,  a  third  de¬ 
stroyed  a  Shorldon  and  wounded  one  Individual. 

Mills  G  froop  was  establishing  FSB  Jool,  F  Lroop  was  being  airlifted  from  Loc 
Hlnh  to  the  Bu  Dop  airstrip.  Ihe  air  lift  operation  was  running  smoothly 
until  the  first  C.130  attsapted  to  land.  Bis  G>l30's  engine  was  hit  by  ,51 
calleer  fire  ond  the  engine  was  In  flames.  Bie  C-130  was  unable  to  Inn^.  at 
Bu  Dop  ond  had  to  return  to  loo  Klnh.  Bie  second  &.130  bounced  too  hard  upon 
landing  and  hod  to  take  off  again  because  the  pilot  feared  a  broken  landing 
gear.  Fortunately,  by  the  end  of  the  day  the  rest  of  the  planes  landed  safely 
vlth  F  loop's  tracks,  minus  Sheridans. 

IXirlng  the  following  week,  the  2nd  Squadron  had  worked  to  develop  FSB  Joel  ond 
conducted  reconnaissance  operations  in  the  area.  QL  14A  from  FSB  Deb  to  FSB 
Joel  hod  been  kept  open.  Bie  Howltrers,  which  were  now  In  place  at  FSB  Joel, 
would  have  the  capability  to  support  FS3  Jerri, 

Althou^  the  2nd  Squadroa  mode  only  limited  contact  with  the  enemy  farces  In 
the  area,  the  pturpose  of  this  demonstration  of  force  hod  been  a  success.  By 
airlifting  F  Troop  to  Bu  Dop,  establishing  FSB  Joel  to  aid  FSB  Jerri  and  the 
Bu  Oop/Bo  Due  area,  and  by  conducting  reconnolSBance  over  a  large  area  con- 
tlguoxui  with  Q[L  14A,  the  enemy  pressure  and  dominance  in  the  area  hnd  been 
greatly  leesened. 


(b)  long  Reach  II:  (b  3  Dsoember  1969,  the  wheels  of  prog¬ 
ress  storted  churning  once  more  and  the  long  awaited  Rome  Plow  -  Lend  Clearing 
C^eratlon  began.  Although  heavy  resistance  was  expected  as  the  2nd  Souadron 
plowed  its  way  to  Bu  Dop,  the  enemy  refrained  from  mounting  any  significant 
assaults.  Ihe  number  of  mining  inoldsnts  ware  not  unusually  surprising.  As 
the  Regiment  expected,  the  2nd  Sruadroo  encountered  a  heavily  adzwd  QL  14A, 
although  a  portion  bod  been  cleared  during  Long  Reach  I, 

Vhen  the  operation  started,  engineer  elements,  reinforced  with  ACAV's,  led 
the  column  clearing  QL  14A  of  mines  and  obstacles.  Ihe  984th  land  Clenring 
Company,  ^diich  was  D6  to  the  2nd  Squadron,  was  secured  by  ACAV's  ss  the  Rosw 
Plows  olsored  each  flank  of  the  highway  to  a  distance  of  200  meters.  The 
Rome  Plows  were  further  secured  on  each  flank  ty  infantry  elements  of  the 
let  Cavalry  Division  (AM),  tdilch  were  CPCO^  to  2nd  Squffdron.  Ihe  2nd  Scuad- 
ron's  Zippo  seo-'d.on,  which  wae  secured  by  a  reconnaissance  platoon,  folloired 
the  Rome  Plows  burning  the  debris.  Ehglnser  construction  teams  made  essential 
field  eoEpediont  repairs  to  bridges  and  culverts,  and  conducted  rood  sarvlco 
os  aecessory  to  pezait  rapid  and  easy  passoge  of  combat  vehlclos.

SUBJECT:  Operatlanal  Report  of  llth  Ar«orod  CftTedry  Regiment  for  Period 
Ihdlng  31  January  1970  RCS  CSFOR-65  (R1 ) 

In  this  Banner  the  operation  proceeded,  smashing,  plowing,  cutting,  and  bum- 
Ing  for  approximately  50  days.  There  wore  no  impressive  lists  of  enemy 
killed  or  oqjturedj  however,  the  mission  of  clearing  a  vast  swath  of  land 
had  been  accomplished.  As  a  result  of  Long  Reach  II,  the  Serges  Jungle  Hlgh- 
woy  hod  been  severed.  But  more  Important  than  this,  an  axis  by  which  FSB 
Jerri,  Bu  Dop  and  Bo  Due  could  bo  reinforced  had  been  established.  Thus, 
anevy  pressure  in  the  area  had  boon  relieved, 

(2)  Ehstem  War  Zone  C:  There  are  two  routes  by  which  eneny  per¬ 
sonnel  and  supplies  can  be  infiltrated  Into  this  sone:  the  Saigon  -  Michelin 
Corridor  “long  the  river  basin  and  a  system  of  trails  "nd  caches  running 
diagonally  from  the  "Dog's  Nock"  to  the  Saigon  River  (southeast  to  XT:4553). 
Thaditlonally»  ^one  C  has  been  an  inviolable  area  from  which  the  enemy 
has  provided  manpower  and  materials  to  the  battlefield.  High  level  hepdquai'- 
tars,  reor  servlee  installations,  training  centers,  and  hospitals  ore  located 
in  this  orea.  Base  Areas  352  ani  353,  straddling  the  Cambodian  border  into 
Zone  C|  not  only  contain  the  Headquarters  of  Central  Office  South  Vietnam 
(COSVN),  but  also  provide  rest  areas  for  main  force  enemy  units,  fialn  force 
units  also  infiltrate  and  initiate  the  proportory  phases  of  offensive  opera¬ 
tions  from  these  base  areas. 

(a)  The  Threat:  Prom  mid-September  until  early  November, 
enemy  initiated  activity  was  characterised  by  scattered  attacks  ly  fire,  light 
ground  probes,  ground  t»  air  firings  and  logistical  operations.  However, 
during  the  early  morning  hours  of  4  Novsaber,  FSB  Ike  and  FSB  Jamie  received 
ground  probes,  \rtille  FSB  ST.  Barbara  and  FSB  Vickie  received  attacks  by  fire. 
Although  the  K2  Battalion  of  the  271st  Regiment  was  identified  as  p-rtl dpating 
in  the  attack  on  FSB  Ike,  no  other  unit  identification  was  made,  Ch  20 
November,  the  future  intentions  of  the  9th  VC  Division  were  unknown;  how¬ 
ever,  it  was  believed  that  the  4  November  attacks,  as  well  as  others  through¬ 
out  in  Corps,  slgnalsd  ths  beginning  of  the  first  phass  of  the  Winter  -  Spring 
Offensive, 

According  to  documents  captured  in  IH  Corps,  the  initial  phase  of  the  erm- 
podgn  would  be  from  3  to  25  November,  In  War  Zone  C  the  9th  VC  Division 
vas  believed  to  be  located  in  the  northwestern  quarter  of  the  area  of  opera¬ 
tions,  with  the  mission  of  attacking  FSB's  Carolyn  and  Ike.  The  271  at  VC 
Begiment  was  believed  to  be  in  the  central  portion  of  the  area  of  operations 
ond  prepored  to  attack  fire  support  bases  in  the  central  and  eastern  areas. 
Although  its  exact  intentions  were  unknown,  the  272nd  VC  Regiment  was  ten¬ 
tatively  placed  In  eouthwestern  War  Zone  C  and  it  was  believed  to  destined 
for  Base  Area  355.  Attacks  in  War  Zone  C  would  be  supported  by  the  9th  VC 
OtYisien's  organic  artillery  and  eappor  units,  and  possibly  the  Il»l6  Amor 
Office,  COSVN,  Resupply  activity  continued  and  was  expected  to  increase. 
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(b)  Texas  Travolor  (24-28  Novo'bor  1969):  Oh  the  brsis 
of  the  above  lafoinatlon,  the  11th  Arr.orod  Cavalry  Regiitont  was  dlroctod 
by  the  Ist  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  to  conduct  rroa  reconnrd seance  in  the 
eastern  sector  ef  War  Zone  C,  This  sector  was  designated  AO  Dallas.  The 
operation  called  for  the  reinforced  Third  Squadron,  11th  ACR,  to  conduct 
a  mltlplo  routp,  cross  country  ponotratlon  through  AO  Dall-e  rjang  the 
axis  of  Route  246,  executing  oonbat  assaults  along  Route  246  to  dorr  it 
of  obstades.  fho  first  Squadron,  11th  .'.CR,  would  be  proporod  to  rein¬ 
force  bn/  coving  into  the  area  and  conducting  operations. 

Texas  Travolor  began  on  24  Mevenbor,  with  the  tracks  of  the  Vforkhorso 
Squadron  rucbllng  into  the  area  of  operation  as  plonnod.  As  they  pro¬ 
gressed,  it  boSqce  evident  that  the  terrain  would  lirdt  their  speed 
considerably.  As  they  pushed  even  deeper,  they  encountered  increasing 
signs  of  the  onsiy's  presence;  finally,  a  few  nlnor  contacts  wore 
Inltlatsd,  Ch  25  Novanbor,  progress  had  been  greatly  decreased  and 
the  Third  Squadron's  sweeps  to  the  north  in  pursuit  of  snail  groups  of 
enacy  forces  took  theia  further  away  fron  their  primary  axis  of  uorch. 

At  0342  hours  on  tho  nornlng  of  26  Noverber,  eneny  RPC’s  struck  sevoral 
key  vehicles  Ih  the  CoErand  Post  NDP,  Fire  and  secondary  explosions 
destroyed  a  nvnber  of  vehicles  and  caused  nunerous  casualties.  By  n 5 50 
hours,  it  was  ^stirated  that  there  were  four  US  killed  and  thirty-four 
wounded.  Che  M557,  two  H551’s,  two  Ifl09's,  four  5i548*s,  five  1-^ton 
trailers,  and  two  1-ton  aenunition  trailers  were  lost.  Four  WVA  were 
killed.  For  tho  reriolnder  of  tho  doy  the  Third  Squadron  worked,  trying 
to  recover  frou  the  pro-dawn  attack. 

On  27  Novonber,  the  Third  Squadron  was  directed  to  cove  oast  with  tho 
goal  of  leaving  AO  Dallas  by  28  Novenbor.  Ch  28  Nover.ber,  the  eler.ents 
of  tho  Third  Squadron  returned  across  the  river  toward  FSB  Joke  .and 
(^oration  Texas  Tkavoler  ended. 

(3)  Pro-Tet  Highpolnt:  IXarlng  the  riddle  of  January,  cne-.y 
forces  startod  infiltrating  ftreta  secure  areas  in  or  along  Ceribodia  into 
Phuoc  Long  end  Blnh  Long  Provinces,  Slowly,  varied  reports  and  incid¬ 
ents  were  pieced  together  and  a  picture  of  a  large  force  optosing  the 
Blaekhorse  forces  in  the  area  was  vlsiuilieed. 

(q)  Battle  of  the  Crescent  (20  January  1970):  During  tho 
early  nornlng  hoiffS  on  20  January, FSB  Ruth,  CP  for  2/l1th  ACR,  was  tho  object 
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of  aporidlc  Bortar  attacka.  During  each  occurrence,  the  mortara  were  countexu 
ed  ty  artlllory  and  Pink  TeoBO,  It  wasn't  till  late  morning,  when  LTC  Brook- 
shirels  (CO,  2/l1  ACR)  cosmond  and  control  ship  received  ,51  caliber  nnchlne 
gun  fire,  that  the  aneBQr's  position  was  fixed.  Fortunately,  LTC  Brookshire's 
ship  hod  not  received  any  hite.  Soon  after  this,  a  Pink  Than  fron  Air  Cavalry 
Tboop  woe  flying  over  the  area  trying  to  discover  the  eneny  situation.  A  short 
tioe  later,  it  was  reported  that  the  white  elament  (LOH)  was  shot  down.  Uhile 
Air  Cavalry  loop's  Cobras  and  Blue  Max  soronbled  into  the  area,  LTC  ftrookshlre 
was  repeal tlonlng  his  ground  forces.  H  Cajpnny  was  to  coae  in  from  the  north 
while  F  and  G  Troops  aoved  up  fron  the  south.  Wills  the  ground  eleewnts  were 
ooneuvering,  a  Cotea  piloted  by  CPT  Carl  Kfershall,  landed  despite  heavy  vol- 
UBO  of  fire  and  rescu^  the  lone  LOH  survivor, 

ArtiUeiy,  TAG  Air,  ACT  Cobras  and  Blue  Max  pounded  the  "re '  as  F  and  G  Troope 
were  cooing  on  line.  The  cnly  tlao  tho  artlllory  was  lifted  was  when  elemonta 
of  tho  33rd  Qicoical  Detachment  wero  flown  over  tho  target  area  and  dro^^vid 
CS  £.153  dusters,  Tho  CS  clusters  routed  tho  onetiy  forces  from  thwlr  secure 
bunkers—  panic  stricken.  A  few  maments  later  artillery  resuned  pounding  tho 
area  Wiilo  gunshlps  and  TAC  Air  poured  it  on. 

Ground  forces  continued  to  mcnouvor  and  the  major  fighting  continued  until 
1640  hours.  The  untlro  contact  hod  ended  by  1836  hours.  It  was  difficult  to 
detsnUne  tho  enemy's  actual  strength  because,  after  the  contact,  the  troope 
vers  only  able  to  sweep  a  portion  of  tho  area,  Eloaents  of  tho  2nd  Squadron 
did  not  re-onter  the  contact  area  until  two  days  later  because  of  a  requlro- 
nent  to  reinforce  Ist  Squadron  when  tho  en«»y  aTirlod  the  battle  to  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  Loc  Hinh  the  next  day.  By  the  time  elonents  of  2/l1  ACR  wore  ablo  to 
sweep  the  crescent,  the  area  had  been  well  "policed",  ttifortiiately,  no  doo- 
laente  or  prisonors  were  captured  to  accurately  reveal  the  else  of  the  enemy 
or  the  extent  of  his  losses.  Because  there  were  anti-aircraft  elements,  heavy 
aortore  and  probably  infantry,  it  was  estimated  that  the  enemy  strength  prob. 
ably  coosiatod  of  two  battalions  and  had  been  positlonsd  in  a  classic  airmobile 
ombush, 

(b)  Battle  of  the  Cross  Roads  (21  January  1970):  On  the 
basis  of  special  agent  reports.  It  was  decided  that  B  and  C  Troops  would  con¬ 
duct  ground  reconnaissance  north  of  FSB  Dennis  on  21  January.  The  Troops 
would  follow  the  northern  road  and  then  turn  off  at  the  cross  road  to  sweep 
the  ridges  that  protruded  north  to  one  of  the  suspected  enemy  locations. 

lhat  Bomlag  C  "Broop  led  the  way.  Shortly  after  they  turned  fro*  the  road  and 
headed  for  the  ridge  line,  the  lead  element  received  recoilless  rifle,  RGQ 
and  anal]  oxns  fire  from  the  northeast.  C  Broop  reacted  quickly  and  soon  they 
were  «  lino,  slowly  advancing  the  hill  toward  the  tcenr'  emplncenents. 
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In  the  ■eontlae,  B  Ttoop  proceeded  along  the  rood  and  finally  turned  off, 
heading  for  a  anall  bridge  over  a  stream  running  northeast  to  southwest.  As 
soon  as  BBroop  had  crossed  the  bridge,  the  lend  element  come  under  fire. 
Rapidly  B  TVoop  was  on  line  advancing  to  the  southwest  toward  C  Troop,  but 
thon  reversed  direction  toward  the  wieey  positlonB,  The  Troops  had  changed 
directions  several  times,  over  pursuing  the  snesy,  before  they  woro  fln-lly 
able  to  link  up,  They  proceeded  slowly,  advancing  toward  the  enei(y  positions, 
always  ■alntalnlng  fire  superiority. 

Mills  the  ground  troops  woro  skillfully  maneuvering,  srtlllery,  TAC  Air,  and 
gunshlps  wero  pounding  the  target  areas  as  well  as  likely  routes  of  withdrawal. 
It  had  become  evident  that  the  NVA  were  well  equipped  when  several  .51  caliber 
machine  guns  started  to  deliver  a  heavy  volume  of  fire.  It  was  now  also 
apparent  that  the  onasQr  forces  hod  RPG's,  STat  recoilless  rifles,  mortars  -•nd 
AK-47'b. 

Ihe  contact  contlnuod  throughout  the  day  and,  although  B  and  C  Troope  wero 
reacting  very  effectively,  two  M55i  ^lerldans  and  two  AC.W's  hod  been  liter¬ 
ally  blown  away  by  a  cembination  of  RPC  and  recoilless  rifle  fire.  C  TVoop 
hod  lost  ono  trooper  while  nine  wore  wounded.  B  T^oop  had  suffered  six 
wounded. 

F  and  0  Tiojops  hod  been  called  early  during  the  contact.  As  they  moved  fron 
Bu  Dop,  G  Troop  rjportod  sooinp  evidence  of  an  estimated  ene^y  comp-ny  oerving 
south.  G  liroop  contlnuod  as  quickly  as  possible  to  the  let  Souadron  cont-act 
sits.  G  ‘Broop  made  brief  contact  with  the  enemy  but  continued  to  push  on  to 
C  Troop's  location.  Mien  G  TVoop  arrived  in  the  C  TVoop  contact  ores,  thev 
started  a  sweep  and  found  two  bundles  of  docinsnts.  Msasvhile,  F  TVoop  pushed 
north  to  the  oroa  of  a  suspected  ene^y  base  camp.  B,  C,  and  G  Aroope  coev- 
tinued  to  sweep  the  area  and  pursued  trails  in  an  effort  to  maintain  contact 
with  the  floelng  enaoy. 

Mien  the  contact  hod  finally  ended  and  the  area  hod  been  swept,  it  was 
found  that  the  K1  and  K2  Battalions  of  the  141  at  NVA  Reginect,  os  well  as 
the  (S2  Transportation  CceqMiny,  had  been  eneoustared.  Forty-one  NVA  sol¬ 
diers  lay  dead.  The  enemy,  who  wee  well  armed  ond  who  had  a  superior  numbor 
of  forces,  hod  been  beaten.  The  eneey  had  chosen  the  battle  alto  and  was  well 
prepared,  but  the  KVA  had  not  antdeipated  the  expertise  which  was  axeDolified 
by  the  men  of  B  and  C  Troops. 

(4)  Northern  Binh  long  Province:  IXnring  the  reporting  period. 

Air  Cavalry  T^p  staged  two  signifioont  border  clashes  in  northern  Binh  long 
Province  which  were  unrelated  to  the  above  mentioned  operations.  The  Air 
Cavalry  TVoop  hod  been  conducting  visual  reconhalssmee  along  the  border  in  an 
attempt  to  interdict  infiltrating  enemy  forces,  and  on  24  Deoember  its  efforts 
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proved  auoceasful,  A  LCH,  flying  wost  of  Loc  Nlnh  (IU570056),  received  r.uto- 
■ntlc  woapona  fire  nnd  In  tho  ensuing  battle,  gunshlps,  ni^llery,  rnd  TAC 
Air  all  convorgod  and  pounded  tho  eneny  positions.  Although  no  unit  Identi¬ 
fication  w.*i6  obtained,  30  N7A  had  been  killed. 

Tho  (second  clash  took  place  north  of  Loc  Hlnh,  about  one  ani  r  hrlf  Biles  froa 
the  Coabodlan  border.  The  contact  area  had  been  under  closo  obsesrv'tlon  since 
16  NoTsaber^  vhon  Air  Cu'  airy  Ttoop  gunshipe  spotted  and  daotrovcd  what  was 
believed  to  have  been  a  stone  crushing  device.  It  w.s  thought  that  possibly 
a  stono  qunny  was  being  operated  in  the  area. 

On  27  Deceniber,  while  a  Pink  Tenn  was  conducting  a  VR  in  the  area,  two  KVA 
were  spotted  in  a  lightly  wooded  area.  Seconds  later  the  white  elaaont  (lOH) 
received  autociatic  weapons  fire.  Uiils  the  red  bird  (Cobra)  ind  LDH  returned 
firOf  It  bocaiio  apparent  that  there  ws  a  largo  KVA  force  in  the  area.  *B.nuto8 
later  Air  Cavalry  Troop  scronblod  gunshlps.  Blue  and  Ti'.C  .dr  were  called 
on  station  and  artlllaiy  pounded  tho  target  area.  As  this  aasslvo  day  long 
olr/ground  battlo  continued,  tho  1st  Squadron  alerted  A  Ttoop  and  D  Ccnpany, 
which  wore  conducting  a  conbined  operation  with  the  196th  RP  Conpany,  ^  late 
oftomoon,  ground  eleoenta  were  approaching  the  hill  on  which  the  IWA  had  boon 
plantod,  Tho  RF  ccnpany  dlanounted  and  began  sweeping  the  area.  Soon  they 
encountered  a  heavy  volume  of  fire.  In  this  brief  period  four  were  wounded. 

A  T^oop  and  0  Cooqpa^y  inaedlatoly  came  on  line  and  began  stnipreeslng  the  fire 
of  the  fleoing  enemy.  Vhen  the  contact  area  was  swept,  captured  documents 
Identified  olcDents  af  the  141st  KVA  Regiment,  These  elenents  included  the 
21st  SaFiper  ConpGny,  19th  Bigineor  Company,  0-24 th  Convalescont  Corapany,  C-23rd 
Bmnspoz^tlon  CoB5»aBy  and  a  finance  Section. 

When  darkness  ease  ond  tho  KVA  had  been  routed  back  toward  Cambodia,  Air 
Cavalry  Ikoop  hod  been  credited  with  29  of  the  80  KVA  killed. 

b.  Pcpg  TLon  (Go  Forward  Togettor)  Progrm; 

(l)  Ccablned  Ch>eraticns:  Uille  the  11th  Aicored  Cavalry  Regiment 
has  worked  tirelessly  to  secure  Binh  Long  Province  and  tho  Bu  Dop/Bo  Duo  area, 
during  this  past  quarter,  the  effort  toward  the  VleteomiBatlon  progr-ra  has  not 
fnultered.  In  fact,  comblnod  operations  hove  become  n  cemmon  occurrence  in 
the  Blackhorse  AO.  During  the  past  three  months,  the  Regiment  has  conducted 
seal  and  search,  reconnaissance,  road  security,  and  ICAP  operations  with  ARVN/ 
RF/PF/CIDG  forces.  The  regiment  has  also  secured  landing  zones  during  air¬ 
mobile  operations  with  the  RVNAF. 

The  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  and  OPCON  units  have  conducted  the  following 
number  of  combined  operations  in  which  a  US  company/troop  has  worked  with 
an  RVN/RF/PF/CIDG  unit  during  a  2A-hour  period.  Represented  below  are  combined 
operations  from  1  November  1969  to  31  January  1970.

(l)  Generator  School:  TVenty  individuals  attended  generator 
sdacol  nt  long  Qitih,  The  classes  were  given  by  tho  185th  Ihdnten-'nce  Bat¬ 
talion, 

(j)  Field  Saidtation  Training:  The  Regimental  Surgeon  con¬ 
ducted  field  sanitation  classes  at  Quon  Loi  during  the  past  quarter.  Thirty- 
nine  attended  from  the  Roglment, 

Ot)  £hlper  School:  Eleven  troopers  completed  the  let  Team 
Aeadeoy's  two  week  sniper  course  at  Bion  Hoa,  Six  individuals  also  attended 
refresher  training  at  1st  Tbaa  Academy  dauring  the  reporting  period. 
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4.  (C)  CaiBAT  SUPPORT:  _ 

a. 

(1 )  General:  Ihc  33rd  Chonlcal  Detachnent  contlnuad  to  provide 
direct  chonlcal  support  and  technical  advlco  to  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Reglnont. 

(2)  Personnel  Detection:  During  the  period  173  ailffer  missions 
%fere  flown.  A  number  of  Sniffer  sensings  were  confirmed  by  independent  -le  ns. 
Intalllgcnco  readings  such  as  SL'J?,  cu'.  VR*o  were  obtained  In  the  vicinity  of 
our  readings  on  a  number  of  occasions.  For  example,  a  FAC  observing  artillery 
being  fired  in  ono  of  our  Sniffer  readings  observed  n  socohdoT',’’  explosion  re¬ 
sulting  in  two  bunkers  destroyed  and  two  more  bunkers  and  three  , 51  caliber 
positions  uncovorod. 

In  coopiorrtlon  with  the  S-5,  the  detachment  has  continued  to  drop  leaflets 
during  our  Sniffer  missions.  Jhls  procedure  saves  "blade  time"  and  the  low 
level  flying  at  wldch  the  Sniffer  missions  are  run  allows  pinpoint  delivery 
of  leaflets  on  trails,  bunker  complexes  and  other  .areas  used  tn/  the  VC/ifV.'.. 

(3)  CS  Drops:  There  were  three  persistent  CS  drum  drops  in  the 
Regimental  AO.  They  wore  coordinated  by  the  detachment  nnd  supported  by  the 
l3t  Cavalry  Uivlslon’s  tJhenloal  Section, 

There  were  ten  drops  of  B1 58R2  Canister  Clusters  during  the  quarter,  Apr'rox- 
inately  half  were  on  intelligence  targets,  the  remainder  being  dropped  during 
actual  contact.  The  effectiveness  of  this  cenbat  technique  was  demonstrated 
on  20  January  1970,  when  an  Air  Cavalry  Troop  LOH  received  ground  fire  near 
the  Cambodian  border  east  of  Bo  Due.  The  NVA  were  In  bunkers  "nd,  despite 
heavy  artlUer;'-  shelling,  their  casualties  wore  light,  A*  load  of  CS  C-nlster 
Clusters  w,as  dropped  on  the  eneny  positions.  The  NVA  left  the  safety  of 
their  bunkers  and  fled  across  on  open  field.  Cobra  gunshlps  rolled  in  and 
tactical  alrstrikcs  followed  taking  a  he.avy  toll  Jn  enomy olives.  _ 

The  detachrjcnt  continued  to  make  btjiker  bombs  filled  with  persistat  CS,  The 
bombs  are  employed  to  prohibit  the  re-use  of  discovered  bunkers  b^  the  enemy, 

b,  aign.al!  Strong  command  emphasis  was  pi, need  on  the  not  control 
station  supervision  of  correct  oper.atlng  procedure.  This  has  resulted  in  ,an 
overall  improvement  In  the  quoliW  of  traffic  on  nets  and  significantly  dimin¬ 
ished  misuse  of  not  air  time.  The  new  SOI  published  in  January  1970,  reduced 
the  amount  of  stations  In  the  corr->and  net,  thereby  increasing  the  offlcioncy 
of  the  not. 
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The  Raglmental  Relay  Station,  which  had  been  operating  on  Gla  Ray  Mountain 
aver  since  the  Ragliaant  moved  into  Blackhoroo  Base  Camp  in  October  1967, 
proved  to  be  Inadequate  tor  the  Regiment's  new  area  of  operations.  The  best 
site  In  this  area  la  Nui  Ba  Den  Mountain  near  Tay  Nlnh  City.  Its  986  meter  I 
elevation  provides  Une-of-slght  coanunlcatlon  potential  to  include  the  Regl- 
ment'a  present  positions.  IXie  to  the  lack  of  physical  space  on  the  "•oiintain, 
the  move  has  been  postponed  until  the  1at  Infantry  Divlaion  withdraws  from 
Its  alta  and  apace  becomes  available. 

The  procurement  of  secure  voice  clrcvilts  continued  to  be  a  problem  area  due  to 
a  shortage  of  KT  38/VRC  12  interconnect  cables,  and  pending  modifications  on 
ARG.54  Radio  Seta  for  the  inatallatim  of  ■^e  KT-28  Speech  Secure  Machine.  At 
the  end  of  this  reporting  jDeriod,  modlflcamons  on  ARC- 54  Radios  were  begin¬ 
ning  to  be  applied  but  the  shortage  of  Interconnect  cables  persisted.  Speech 
secure  equipment  increases  network  capabilities  by  effectively  denying  infor- 
matlCD  to  VC/iJVk  radio  intercept  tenmsj  furthermore,  fewer  security  violations 
would  be  co^tted. 

c,  Arttllerv;  During  the  quarter,  the  11th  ACR  operated  in  a  verlety 

of  fire  support  miaslocs,  Ihe  Ist  Souadron  operated  primarily  in  the  north¬ 

west  portion  of  Binh  Long  Province  out  of  FSB  >large.  Due  to  the  range  of  the 
155b>  Hovdtaer,  not  all  of  the  AO  could  be  covered|  even  175mm  frem  A/6-27  in 
Quan  Loi  could  not  cover  the  extreme  northwest  portions.  Consequently,  on  | 
several  occasions  a  platoon  of  155ain  Howitzers  was  sent  to  a  FOB  to  conduct 
either  on  artillery  raid  or  to  support  troop  maneuvers  in  areas  pre^dously  ; 
not  covered  by  artillery  support.  On  27  Decembar,  during  a  contact  near  the 
Cambodian  border,  a  platoon  was  sent  north  qf  Loc  Nlnh  to  support  the  contact. 
Also  in  December,  two  platoons  were  sent  to  FSB  IXiffy  to  conduct  an  artillery 

raid  on  an  old  French  fort  in  AO  Siortstop.  Ch  17  January,  let  Howitzer  Bat¬ 

tery  ■oved  from  FSB  Marge  to  FSB  Dennis  which  permitted  greater  coverage  of! 
the  northwest  portion  of  Binh  Long  Province.  On  29  January,  the  1st  Squadron 
moved  to  FSB  cirlstine,  north  of  Toy  Nlnh.|  j 

Second  Squadron  spent  much  of  this  period  Involved  in  Rcrae  Plow  operations  ! 
along  QL  14A.  IhiB  operation  consumed  largo  amounts  of  ammunition  in  the  way 
of  suppressive  fires  in  order  to  hold  down  the  mining  of  the  hlghw.-'.y.  The  j 
operation  was  successful  and  the  mining  incidents  decreased  as  the  plows  moved 
up  the  rood  to  Bu  Dpp.  Second  Howitzer  Battery  also  used  platoon  displioeaent 
to  cover  either  logistical  convoys  or  maneuver  elements  of  the  2nd  Squadron. 
During  the  contact  of  20  January,  they  supported  with  over  650  rounds  of  HE. 

On  30  January,  they  moved  into  FSB  Wade,  .lust  north  of  An  Loc, 

Third  Squadron  has  been  conducting  operations  primarily  in  eastern  War  Zone  C 
since  mid-November,  They  have  been  located  at  FSB  Jake  during  the  period  ebecept 
for  a  brief  move  to  the  center  of  War  Zone  C.  The  battery  has  fired  mainly 
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In  sui^ort  of  maneuver  elenonta.  They  have  had  a  larger  number  of  contact 
fire  nlealons  and  counter-mortar  mlaalona  then  the  other  two  batteries.  At 
the  end  of  November,  lat  and  3rd  Howl tear  Batterlea  combined  at  FSB  Jake  to 
conduct  a  707  on  a  baae  camp  In  War  Zone  C, 

In  the  middle  of  December,  the  8"  guns  from  A/6-27  moved  from  C^jon  loi  to  FSB 
Marge  to  support  operations  in  northern  Binh  Long  Province  until  1st  Souaclron 
moved  FSB  Dennis.  Ch  12  January,  C/6-27  moved  their  175mm  guns  from  Phuoc  Vinh 
and  their  8"  guns  from  FSB  Thxmder  111  to  FSB  Jake.  Other  support  has  come 
from  C/2-13  at  FSB  Thunder  IV  and  C/2-12  at  CJuan  loi.  The  FSCC  and  clearance 
of  fires  has  bean  provided  by  6-27  Arty.  An  MTOE  change  has  been  approved  hj 
USARV  authorizing  the  11th  ACR  additional  personnel  and  enuipment  to  establish 
a  fire  support  element  organic  to  the  Regiment.

d.  Ehglneer; 

(1)  Gfeneral;  During  the  reporting  period,  elements  of  the  919th 
Bigineer  Company  (Armored)  participated  in  operations  Kentucky  Cougar,  Texas 
Traveler,  and  Long  Reach  I  and  II,  while  providing  direct  combat  engineer 
support  to  elements  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  In  each  of  those 
operations,  the  separate  platoons  of  the  919th  Qiglneers  were  OPCCN  to  in¬ 
dividual  troops  or  teams  of  the  11th  ACR  on  a  mlsslon-by-mlssion  basis  to 
insure  maximum  utilization  ond  speed  of  mlselon  execution.  Ihgineers  were 
capable  of  demolition  work,  ford  and  AVLB  construction,  reconnaissance, 

NDP  construction,  tunnel  exploration,  security,  mine  detection  and  combat  as 
an  amor  element. 

(2)  C^eratlons;  During  the  quarter,  the  919th  Ihgineer  Comp-’.ny 
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(Armored)  was  employed  in  many  diversified  missions  which  took  the*  members 
of  the  Con^jony  into  every  comer  of  the  inCTZ,  In  supporting  -  unit  as  mobile 
aa  the  11th  ACR,  the  individual  platoons  usually  found  thomselvos  working  as 
aeporate  units.  To  do  justice  to  each  platoon  and  their  accomplishments,  the 
events  of  the  last  three  months  will  be  reported  by  platoon, 

(a)  During  the  first  eleven  days  of  the  reporting  period, 
the  lat  Platoon  was  located  nt  FSB  Gywn,  engaged  in  a  maintenance  stond  down 
during  which  they  also  provided  security  for  convoys  to  FSB  ^la.rge.  On  12 
November,  the  Platoon  was  again  engaged  in  engineer  proiects  with  the  rein¬ 
forcement  of  a  Bailey  Bridge  on  QL  13  {Xr722973),  On  the  night  of  15  November, 
while  temporarily  bnsod  at  the  501st  NDP  {XT2999),  the  Platoon  was  ambushed 

by  an  enemy  force  of  unknown  size.  Fire  was  returned  in  the  brief  contact  ' 

In  which  no  frleMly  casualties  were  sustained,  Ihe  Platoon  moved  to  Quen 
Loi  on  19'  Novonlbor  for  a  two  week  m-’lntenance  stand  down. 

(ki  3  December,  rJT.ter  deporting  (iaan  lal  Base  Comp,  the  1st  Pl-'toon  was  -mbushed 
while  swooping  the  road  between  FSB  Deb  and  FSB  Joel,  During  this  engagement, 
one  non  was  killed  In  action  ond  one  was  wounded,  Tho  following  day  the  Pla¬ 
toon  returned  to  the  ombush  site  to  recover  on  ACAV  thot  hod  been  d-'m.aged 
during  the  cogagement. 

After  spending  several  days  at  FSB  Joel,  the  1st  Platoon  moved  to  FSB  Eunice 
and  there  provided  security  for  Rome  Plows  operating  in  the  area.  Ibe  unit 
was  regularly  engaged  in  improving  fields  of  fire  around  the  fire  support 
base  ond  conducting  mine  sweeps  from  Eunice  to  Joel.  While  at  FSB  Eunice, 
the  Platoon  had  removed  more  than  250  trees,  destroyed  old  ammunition,  main¬ 
tained  their  vehicles,  and  pulled  security  nt  the  base.  Before  departing 
FSB  Eunice  for  FSB  Ruth,  the  engineers  destroyed  the  base. 

While  at  FSB  Ruth,  the  Platoon  was  assigned  the  project  of  improving  b^se 
defenses.  Cta  11  January,  a  triple  standard  concertina  fence  was  laid  around 
the  perimeter.  Diat  same  day,  the  engineers  reconned  a  culvert  site  north  of 
Bu  Dop  on  QD  14A,  classified  a  fixed  span  bridge  in  the  same  area,  in¬ 
stalled  a  gate  in  the  concertina  surrounding  FSB  Ruth  and  destroyed  ttiree 
>t15  AT  mlneB,  Ch  14  Jonuary,  tho  platoon  departed  FSB  Ruth  for  Quan  Loi 
and  a  nalntonanco  stand  down. 

The ,  ranainder  of  the  month  was  spent  at  Quan  loi.  The  Platoon  was  engaged 
in  daily  mine  sweep  operations  and  culvert  repair  and  construction  along 
QL  13. 

(b)  During  the  first  two  weeks  of  November,  the  2nd  Platoon 
was  engaged  in  cutting  trees  in  preparation  for  the  construction  of  a  corduroy 
bridge  and  also  undertook  the  construction  of  an  NDP  at  XT823842,  On  14 
November,  whllo  on  a  reconnaissance  ralsslon,  the  platoon  discovered  nine 
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abandoned  bunkars  along  tlie  tree  lino  at  XTB24835  ond  made  plruis  to  dee  troy 
the  positions  at  a  later  date.  The  engineers  were  engaged  in  regular  mine 
sweeping  operations  until  18  November,  and  during  this  time  they  discovered 
seven  231b  Chicom  proaeure  type  mines.  All  were  blown  in  place. 

Cfa  27  Novcaabor,  tho  Platoon  was  engaged  in  repairing  a  ford  site  at  XT525809 
and  during  this  oporatlon  two  engineers  wore  WIA,  Tho  remainder  of  November 
was  spent  conducting  dally  ndno  sweeps  in  the  An  Loc/Loc  Nlnh  -ixea. 

The  first  port  of  Doconber  was  spent  roconnlng  for  bridge  and  ford  sites  and 
conducting  dally  mine  sweep  operations.  Ch  13  and  17  December,  tho  Platoon 
spread  a  total  of  50  gallons  of  perma-prine  on  a  landinf  sone  at  XU7380‘i2. 
During  this  period,  the  englnoers  served  as  security  for  vcrlous  missions— 
water  point  security,  modlcal  evacuation  security,  and  security  for  MI  de¬ 
tachments  engaged  in  interrogating  villagers, 

Cta  January  first,  the  2nd  Platoon  constructed  a  radar  control  emplacement 
for  II  Flold  Force  ArtlUory  Units  at  XU738063.  FVom  6  through  8  January, 
the  engineers  woro  engaged  in  f  o  conetructlon  of  a  clcsa  60  timber  trestle 
bridge  at  XU732106.  Following  completion  of  the  bridge,  the  Platoon  moved  to 
FSB  Dennis  and  continued  construction  ond  enlargement  of  th-t  base.  Ch  28 
January,  the  Platoon  dopoxtod  FSB  Dennis  for  Tay  Nlnh  and  arrived  there  with 
the  let  Squadron  on  31  January, 

(c)  Ch  30  October,  tho  3rd  Platoon  conducted  r.  reconn-iss''.ace 
mission  in  the  vicinity  of  XT624815,  surveying  possible  ford  sites  and  chock¬ 
ing  the  servlconbllity  of  cn  alrea^  existing  Bailey  Bridge.  Ch  9  November 
the  Platoon  was  attached  to  M  Company  and  conducted  reconnaissance  oporntiona 
for  ford  sites  in  tho  vicinity  of  X16483.  From  11  to  15  Nbvwjber,  the  engi¬ 
neers  constructod  a  crossing  site  at  XT1S37828,  For  the  remainder  of  November, 
the  Plntocii  provided  mine  sweep  operations  in  the  An  loe  area, 

ProBj  16  to  19  Docomber,  the  3rd  Platoon  constructed  a  Class  60  timber  trestle 
bridge  at  XT682901,  Ch  27  Docenber,  they  moved  to  FSB  Jake  to  make  ^prove- 
ments  on  that  position,  Wdle  at  FSB  Jake,  the  engineers  pulled  security  and 
placed  a  bnrrlor  across  the  stream  to  protect  tho  newly  constructed  bridge 
from  charges  floating  down  the  stronm. 

During  the  month  of  January,  the  Platoon  was  involved  in  the  reinforcement 
of  the  wire  entanglement  orotind  FSB  Jake,  using  66  rolls  of  concertina  wire. 
They  also  cut  trees  around  tho  base  to  improve  fields  of  fire,  Ch  25  Jan¬ 
uary,  the  onginoors  constructed  ford  sites  along  the  Prek  Brou  River. 

(d)  During  the  month  of  November,  the  Ath  Platoon  was  OPCON 
to  the  2nd  Squadron  and  was  involved  in  dolly  mine  sweep  operations.  From 

29  December  to  14  Janxiary,  the  Platoon  was  loeatod  at  Qunn  Lol  Bbso  Cvajip  for  a 
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Baintenanco  atond  down.  While  there,  they  portlclpatod  In  a  variety  of  pro* 
jecta  to  laprove  the  bcoo  conp  area.  Ch  14  January,  the  Platoon  departed 
Quan  iBi  and  was  relooated  at  FSB  Ruth.  From  15  January  to  the  end  of  the 
reporting  period,  the  enginoers  wore  engaged  In  daily  mine  eve-^pe  along  QL  14A 
to  Bo  Due.  No  oinoa  were  found  during  this  tine.  . 

(h  21  January,  the  4tb  Platoon  wae  involved  in  a  major  engngenent  as  part  of 
2iid  ^uadrop,  ^e  enginoore  diecovered  and  destroyed  ten  6'  z  8'  eneny  bunkers. 
Ihou^  the  fighting  Wna  heavy,  the  engineer a  suffered  no  cnauolties, 

<3h  29  January,  the  4th  Platoon  moved  to  FSB  Wade  where  they  remained  through 
the  end  of  the  reporting  period. 

(3)  Base  Camp  Dovelopaont:  During  th®  quarter,  the  919th  Engineer 
Coofoxs^  (Armored)  woe  engaged  in  several  projects  designed  to  impreve  the  de¬ 
fenses  of  Qiian  loi  Base  Camp.  >tich  of  this  work  was  concentrated  in  the  Red 
and  Bluo  Sectors  of  Baso  Defense  and  consisted  of  utilising  the  equipment 
organlo  to  the  engineer  unit  for  the  construction  and  Imprevonent  of  bunkers 
and  eciplaeoDants. 

la  addition  to  consider atiens  of  defense,  the  919th  Ihgineere  were  respen- 
sible  for  the  admin'*,  strati  on  of  the  RoglBentrl  3-4  yard  from  which  were  issued 
a  Bultitude  of  materials.  Initially,  it  was  the  practice  of  the  unit  to  load 
requested  materlnl  using  equipaent  os  required  by  the  slse  and  weight  of  the 
Sd.ncc  the  first  of  the  year,  however,  the  demands  of  the  elements  in 
'the  field  prohibit  the  continuance  of  such  an  operatlcn.  This  nlteratloo  In 
BOTBol  procedure  resulted  in  no  appreciable  degeneration  of  S-4  yard  procedures. 

5,  (C)  COiBAT  SERVICE  SUPPCKT: 

(1)  Generals  During  'the  reporting  period,  combat  service  sup¬ 
port  showed  slgnlf leant  improvement  in  almost  all  areas.  Since  the  begln^ng 
of  the  quarter,  there  has  been  a  complete  rotation  of  Xogls'tics  personnel. 

9sl*  has  resulted  in  an  Influx  of  new  ideas  and  tedinlques  with  emphsisls 
placed  ea  idesrtlfying  problsc  areas  and  establishing  a  usable  systw  to  cepe 
vitb  these  deficiencies. 

9m  results  of  this  effort,  both  in  maintenance  and  ss^ly,  has  produced  a 
■ore  effective  aysteoa  for  the  management  of  the  Regiment's  resources.  Actual 
details  os  to  where  these  is^ovaments  were  made  will  be  discussed  in  the 
renaiader  of  this  seotlon. 

(2)  Supply  end  Maintenance: 
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(a)  Clnas  I  -  Food;  During  the  reporting  period  the  Clraa  I 
resupply  was  accomplished  In  much  the  some  way  as  during  the  previous  period. 
All  food  stuffs  wore  througfwput  from  Long  Blnh  to  the  15th  S&S  Battalion 

In  ftian  Lol  by  moans  of  a  daily  convoy.  Units  then  drew  their  raw  rations 
ns  well  as  tholr  "C'a"  and  prepnrod  them  here  at  Qu.an  Lol  for  shlpraent  to 
combat  trains  locations  In  the  field.  This  procedure  was  extremely  sult-blc 
to  tho  needs  of  the  Reginent  and  no  laa.lor  problem  areas  wore  encountered, 

Biggested  areas  of  improvement;  It  was  felt  by  many  units  that  the  dispos¬ 
able  food  containers  should  be  reintroduced  into  the  supply  syston.  Its 
particular  offectiveneas  becomes  apparent  when  another  unit  becoraea  OPCON 
to  the  Hoglmcnt,  With  a  shortage  of  the  mernlte  metal  cans,  It  Is  not  nluays 
possible  to  supply  another  unit  fror.  o\ur  own  resources.  This  p^rtlcul-rly 
true  of  an  Infontay  corjpony.  The  disposable  namlte  can  offers  two  verr 
practical  solutions  In  that  It  serves  as  a  container  in  which  to  keep  food 
hot,  and  It  ollmlngtes  tho  need  for  backhaullng  the  empty  mothl  ncrmlte  c'ns, 

(b)  Glass  II  on!  Vll  -  Clothing  and  Ma^or  fivi  Items;  No 
major  problems  were  encountered  in  the  area  of  Class  II  supplies,  A  new  policy 
was  eatabllshod  for  tho  replacement  of  clothing  within  USAOT  in  that  “11 
typos  of  clothing  become  obtainable  only  on  a  direct  exchajoge  basis.  This 
produced  some  difficulties  for  units  at  flrstj  however,  tho  policy  Is  now 
accepted  and  scons  to  bo  working  satlsf 'ctorlly. 

In  tho  Class  VII  category  there  nra  still  some  difficulties  with  regard  to 
vehicle  roplacenont,  Tho  following  vehicles  ore  still  short  within  tho  Reg¬ 
iment  and,  althoTigh  wo  havo  received  sene  relief  on  several  of  tho  Items,  wo 
still  are  not  srtlsfiod  with  the  fill  wo  are  getting:

The  probloms  oncountored  with  the  Self-propelled  Howl tier  Wt09  has  been  eased 
sonowhat  and  roplacenont  vehicles  are  now  available  within  depot  stock.  Units 
are  now  changing  over  froo  the  K106  Jfcrtar  Carrier  to  the  M125  Mortar  Carrlor. 
Second  Squadron,  11th  ACR,  has  been  ecnpletely  outfitted  with  the  now  weapon. 
The  1st  Squadron  has  already  drawn  tholr  Sian  mortars  and  ere  now  awaiting 
t}ie  corrlors. 
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(c)  Class  III  -  POL:  Problems  vere  encountered  with  tho 
15th  S43  E-.ttalion  in  th-'.t  they  were  unable  to  moot  tho  needs  of  tho  Regiment 
for  certain  critical  items  of  POI—  OEi.30,  OHC,  •>nd  ISA.  In  order  to  solve 
this  problem  each  squadron  was  asked  to  provide  a  listing  of  all  POL  products 
used  and  tholr  wcokly  oxpondlturcs.  Hils  information  v-is  then  consolid''ted 
and  a  copy  was  forwarded  to  tho  3rd  FSSE  as  n  required  stockage  level  for  the 
11th  Anoorod  Cavalry  Reginont.  Since  this  action,  no  problcr  s  have  been 
encountered. 

(d)  Class  IV  -  Construction  and  Barrior  *iatcri-^l:  Construc¬ 
tion  and  barrior  material,  although  in  limited  suoply,  his  not  boon  a  problem 
during  tho  peat  three  months.  All  cofamand  controlled  items,  such  as  concer¬ 
tina  wire,  chain  link  fence,  and  engineer  at-kes,  have  been  controlled  at  Reg¬ 
imental  level  and,  generally,  all  needs  have  been  net.  Recently,  the  Regi  '.ent 
was  given  an  allocation  for  all  ai 'll  size  lumber  and  pl;/wood.  Rceuests  for 
these  items  cone  through  the  Regimental  S-4  and  ere  screened  for  vrlidlty. 
Requests  ore  then  sent  to  the  MRE  in  Bien  Hoi  for  processing  ind  shlp’ent. 

This  syaten  is  functioning  well  and  so  for  all  reouests  h"vo  bean  filled  pro-pt 

ly. 

(e)  Class  V  -  Amnnuiitlon:  The  shortage  of  certain  ijnmunl- 
tlon  itcDS  presented  a  significant  problem  during  the  reporting  period.  One 
item,  G900,  Incendiary  Grenade,  was  critically  short,  /ssistance  was  re¬ 
quested  fra:  H  Pleld  Force  and  additional  quantities  were  m-de  availible* 
iiother  item,  green  bag  propellent  charges  for  the  155™  Howitzer  proloctile, 
were  in  continual  short  seqjply  at  Quan  loi.  This  resulted  in  several  in¬ 
stances  of  stringent  control  on  artillery  fires.  Continuous  monitoring  of  the 
stockage  levels  at  tho  ASP  enabled  us  to  anticipate  these  problems  and  request 
ossistonce  before  they  impaired  our  capabilities.  Additional  comnand  emphasis 
on  ASR  controls  enabled  the  Regiment  to  operate  within  its  .'£?<.  on  most  items 
without  major  difficulty. 

,  (f).  Aerial  Resupply:  Ibe  primal"/  means  of  resupply  con¬ 

tinued  to  be  by  air.  Fixed  wing  resupply  w^s  utllired  to  its  ma'lmum  c  pabll- 
ity  into  all  primary  log  ports,  and  then  moved  from  the  port  by  hook  (CH-A7) 
or  by  overl’md  convoy. 

Blade  time  continued  to  be  a  problem  with  the  Regiment  conslstentlv  over  fly¬ 
ing  its  allotted  tine  of  15  hours.  In  order  to  alloaiato  this  problem,  a  new 
control  system  was  initiated.  Essentially,  each  unit  is  given  a  block  of 
hours  for  each  dey,  instead  of  a  nimber  of  sorties.  The  burden  is  then  placed 
on  the  unit  to  mrio  tho  maximum  utlli7.atlon  of  the  aircraft  in  the  tine  allot¬ 
ted,  So  fax,  this  program  has  worked  well  and  the  problem  seems  to  have  been 
solved. 
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(g)  Maintenance;  During  the  ouarter.  Increased  cotn-nd 
enphasls  r>,8ultod  In  significant  improvemonts  in  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Reglncnt's  tir-inton''nco  progrom.  An  lugnentation  to  the  S.4  section  of  an 
addition  il  captain  to  handle  the  daily  adrainistmtlon  of  the  m-'int.^nrnce 
officer  h  IS  allowed  the  maintenance  officer  to  devote  his  tine  and  effort 
toward  the  Inprovcnont  of  the  nolntonance  program.  During  Janu-^xy,  an  ex¬ 
tensive  rovlcv  of  the  system  was  conpletod.  The  problem  0x0-13  identified 
were:  lock  of  spoclflc,  fornai  maintenance  stnndardsj  tho  squadron's  PLL'.s 
are  too  I'Xgc  and  do  not  appear  to  bo  responsive  to  requlrenonts ;  -nd,  the 
TAERS  syaten  is  not  being  utilized.  Specific  solutions  arc  being  developed 
and  will  bo  Inplcnentod  during  tho  next  roportlng  period. 

Repair  ports  supply  has  bocomo  increasingly  more  critical  during  this  period. 
This  shortage  has  included  most  major  assemblies  and  direct  oxch-nge  itcMS, 

A  list  of  the  most  critical  repair  itoas  was  developed  by  o-'ch  of  the  SQU^d- 
rons  and  consolidated  at  Regimental  level.  This  list  is  presently  being 
checked  against  all  PIX's  to  Identify  those  Items  that  •'xe  critical  through¬ 
out  the  Roglxient  and  to  insure  that  they  are  on  valid  requisition.

(3)  At  the  request  of  the  Conmnnding  Officer,  'llth.'.CR,  a  survey 
wna  "ladd  of  tho  evacuation  capacity  of  the  medical, platoons  of  e-ch  sou-dron. 

It  was  found  that  the  tank  company  of  each  souadron  did  not  have  an  evacu'’tion 
track  (M-113)  for  its  company  aldmen  to  conduct  medical  oper'tions.  The  lack 
of  a  H.113  evacuation  track  often  forced  the  companv  oldnen  to  ride  inside  or 
on  the  outside  of  a  tank  during  combat  operations^  In  addition,  there  Is  no 
way  for  the  aldmen  to  adequately  protect  casualties  from  further  in’urv  from 
«m«11  arms  fire,  except  to  load  the  patient  into  an  adjacent  tank,  often  cre¬ 
ating  further  complications.  This  problem  w-'s  solved  by  obt-lning  a  M-113 
evacuation  track  for  the  tank  company  on  a  180  day  temporor''  loan,  which  was 
based  on  tho  "health  of  the  sick  and  In.Jured  troops"  who  were  exposed  to  the 
ele»ient3  of  hostile  fire.  Tho  addition  of  this  I'1.113  evacuation  track  to  ea.ch 
of  tho  tanl:  companies  has  received  extremely  favorable  comments.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  an  r.ddItlon.al  M.113  be  added  to  the  medical  platoon,  armored  cav¬ 
alry  squadron,  fer  the  tank  company  of  that  element  in  any  future  TOE  changes. 

(4)  Evacuation  of  .the  in, lured  by  helicopter  has  not  recently  been 
a  problem  In  tho  11th  ACR  due  to  the  excellent  coverage  provided  by  the  Air 
Ambulance  Platoon,  15th  Medical  Battalion,  1st  Cavalry  Division  (ilK).  However, 
it  was  noted  that  when  units  were  placed  outside  the  operating  area  of  the 
15th  Medical  Battalion,  there  h.ave  been  instances  of  conalderable  del"*'  in 
evacuating  patients  from  air  ambulance  units  that  operated  strictly  on  a  basis 
of  geographical  area  coverage  rather  than  assigned  to  cover  specific  units. 

With  the  projected  withdrawal  of  troop  units,  the  11th  ACR  will  prob-bly 
operate  independently  of  division  \inits  that  have  organic  air  anbul-nce  support. 
To  meet  this  situation,  an  air  arabul.ance  detachment  should  be  considered  •'£

b.  Ibo  Chieu  Hoi  Progroa  received  the  loreest  nnount  of 

aerial  loudspeaker  tiae  with  leaflet  and  loudspeaker  missions  being  flown  / 
during  and  after  every  contact.  A  ground  tactical  nission  was  conducted  in 
Vor  Zone  C  during  Operation  Texas  IVaveler  in  late  November.  Ihis  was  done 
to  dotenaino  the  offeotivenees  of  cond>ictlng  Chieu  Hoi  broadcasts  from  night 
defensive  positions.  Additionally,  Chieu  Hoi  missions  were  flovn  on  rll 
intelligence  miasions. 

During  the  reporting  period,  the  Regiment  received  three  ralliors.  This  fig¬ 
ure  le  low  because  most  ralliors  have  a  fear  of  rallying  to  US  units.  It  is 
veil  to  note  that  during  this  s-ne  period,  filnh  long  Province  is  credited  with 
over  200  ralllora.  A  great  nany  of  these  have  stated  that  loudspeakor  mis¬ 
sions  and  loaflots  had  a  large  impact  on  their  decision  to  rally. 

e.  tflning  Incidents;  -In  extensive  effort  was  m-de  to  combat  mining 
Incidents  on  QL  13  in  Novonber  and  December  with  special  le; riots  and  tapes 
provided  to  stop  the  minings.  This  effort  helped  reduce  the  nuniber  of  civ¬ 
ilians  Injured  and  killed  on  the  highway,  Ihie  proved  extrwaely  valu-ble 
and  reeulted  In  one  member  of  the  VC  Mining  Team  rallying  to  the  Regl-'ont. 

An  attitude  of  cooperation  has  been  noted  among  the  population  within  the  AO. 
The  continued  input  of  Information  as  to  enemy  units  and  locations  of  mines 
and  booby  traps,  as  well  as  the  acceptance  of  GVN  progroms,  reflects  their 
wilUngnesa  to  cooperate. 

8.  (FOUO)  CIVIC  ACTI®: 

a.  General :  Civic  action  activities  during  the  quarter  were  contin¬ 
ued  at  the  increased  rate  reached  during  October.  Through  the  joi..;  effort 
of  the  Regimental  S-5,  37th  Medical  Company  and  SAlst  Military  Intelligence 
Detachment,  the  Integrated  Civic  Action  Program  (ICAP)  was  expanded.  Over 
15,000  civilians  received  medical  treatment  and  significant  intelligence  was 
gained.  The  program  was  carried  out  in  the  An  Loc  and  Loc  Ninh  Districts  of 
Blnh  Long  Province,  and  the  Bo  D^.c  District  of  Phuoc  Long  Province. 

The  Reglmont  was  engaged  in  the  Joint  project  of  construction  of  a  d-y  room 
for  tho  Blnh  Long  Provincial  Hospital.  The  day  room  woa  ccnpleted  in  e^xly 
Deeeeber.  Other  civic  action  prelects  consisted  of  bridge  and  road  repair, 
dletrlbutlon  of  foodstuffs,  and  the  construction  of  playground  equipment  and 
the  l^rovcnont  of  schools.
